It pairs two pounds of spinach with buttery 
Em mental, a type of Swiss cheese that melts espe¬ 
cially well in this browned and bubbly dish. 

INGREDIENTS 

•3 tablespoons/45 ml butter, plus 
more for greasing 
*2 pounds/1 kg baby spinach 
>1 onion, chopped 
>1 dove garlic, minced 
*2 tablespoons/30 ml ali-purpose 
flour 

*1 cup/250 ml 35-percent cream 
»1 cup/250 ml milk 
*2 cups/500 ml grated Emmen- 
taJ cheese 

•Kosher salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

DIRECTIONS 

-Preheat the oven to 400 degrees F {200 degrees C). Butter an 8 cup (2 I) gratin dish. 
-In a skillet over medium-high heat warm 1 tablespoon butter Add the spinaoh and 
cook, stirring occasionally, until just wilted, 3 to 4 minutes. Press out any excess water. 
-Transfer to a large bowl. 

In a large saucepan over medium heat, melt the remaining 2 tablespoons butter. Add 
the onions and cook, stirring, until translucent but not brown, about 5 minutes. Add 
the garlic and then the flour and cook, stirring constantly, until nutty and just golden, 
about 1 minute. Slowly whisk in the cream and milk and continue cooking until thick¬ 
ened, about 3 minutes. Remove from the heat and stir in half of the cheese until melted. 
Fold the sauce into the spinach and season with salt and pepper Transfer to the pre¬ 
pared gratin dish and top with the remaining cheese. Bake until the gratints golden 
brown on top, about 10 minutes. 




Baked Ham 



Directions 


- Preheat oven to 400 degrees F {200 degrees C). Place 
ham on a rack set in a roasting pan, and carefully pour 
about 1/2 inch of boiling water into the pan beneath the 
ham.Put some cloves in the water. 

-Bake the ham in the preheated oven for 2 hours. 
^Reduce oven heat to 350 degrees F (175 degrees C.) In 
a bowl, mix together the brown sugar, hour, dry m ustard, 
honey T and lemon juice as needed to make a thick, 
smooth paste. Brush the ham generously with glaze. 
Skewer 1 pineapple chunk and 1 maraschino cherry per 
toothpick, and insert the decorated picks all over the 
ham. 

-Return the ham to the oven, and roast for 15 minutes.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Saits Claus was offi:ialiy 
cleared for entry into the United 
States on Monday as federal 
agriculture officials waived 
stringent livestock checks on 
Ins nine reindeer 

The US Department of Agri¬ 
culture announced m a light¬ 
hearted statement that a "Mr 
S. Claus" of tlie North Pole was 
free to enter the United States 
with lus reindeer from Decem¬ 
ber 24 to December 25 

“During tins season of giv¬ 
ing, USDA wants to do every¬ 
thing m its power to help 
Santa," said John R Clifford, 
USDA's Chief Veterinary Offi¬ 
cer. 

“We agreed to waive the 
normal application fees and 
entry inspection/overtime 
costs, provided he winks Ins 
eye and wishes port personnel 
a Merry Christmas at the time 
of crossing. 11 

Authorities also waived the 
normal health checks for 
Santa's reindeer -- provided 
they met certain alternative 
conditions 

“ As a condition af entry the 
reindeer must be certified by 
Santa Claus as never having 
been fed anything other than 
hay sugar plums and ginger¬ 
bread," die statement said. 

"The reindeer must also be 


individually identified with mi¬ 
cro chips or official eailagiden¬ 
tification, and must respond to 
the names 'Dasher', 'Dancer', 
'Prancer*, 'Vixen', 'Comet 1 , 
Cupid', 'Dormer,' 'Blitsen' and 
Rudolph' when interacting 
with port personnel 

"No more than one reindeer 
m tire group may be visibly af¬ 
fected by 'Rednose Syndrome', 
and upon entry, port personnel 
will visually inspect the rein¬ 
deer to ensure they are healthy 
and fit for continued travel." 

The reindeer would also be 
required to be "pulling a 
wooden sleigh that has jingling 
bells attached and is filled with 
brightly-wrapped gifts" 

"Port personnel will clean 
and disinfect the runners and 
underside of the sleigh at the 
time of entry," the statement 
said. 

The USDA's festive state¬ 
ment was m keeping with 
agencies who acknowledge the 
existence of Santa Claus, albeit 
with tongue firmly in cheek. 

The North American Aero¬ 
space Defense Command 
(NORAD), which polices the 
skies above Canada and tire 
United States, regularly tracks 
die progress of Santa Claus and 
his reindeer in realtime on its 
NO RAD Santa Tracker 
(www.noradsant a. org)

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Museum wants UNESCO listing for German Father 
Christmas

BERLIN (ATP) - A German 
museum has applied for UN¬ 
ESCO heritage status for she 
country's traditional Father 
Christinas, saying he is under 
threat from the cheery version 
of Santa Clans popularised 
globally by Coca-Cola 

The German Christmas Mu¬ 
seum's director Felicitas 
Hoeptner argues today's Santa 
Claus is based on a German 
gift-giver who meted out both 
treats and punishment, but that 
knowledge of the figure's ori¬ 
gins is fading away 

"Children only know about 
Santa Claus, because he's smil¬ 
ing, he brings gifts, he's a nice 
man, and with different mar¬ 
keting campaigns, he's popular 
all around the world," Hoept¬ 
ner told AFP by phone from 
Rothenburg, Bavaria, where 
her museum is located 

"People forget about those 
old German traditions." 

Hoeptner has applied for 
UNESCO "intangible cultural 
heritage* status for the German 
Father Christmas, or “Werh- 
nachtsmann,* as well as Ins 
symbolic predecessor St. 
Nicholas, based on a 4th-cen- 
tury Greek bishop, and the 
gift-bearing Christ Child. 

Father Christmas was devel¬ 
oped in Germany during the 
Protestant Reformation, as a 
secular replacement for the 
Catholic St Nicholas, Hoept¬ 
ner said. 

As the church did away with 
saints, *tliere was a need for a 
new gift-hunger, a new sym¬ 
bol," Hoeptner said. 

According to Hoeptner, Fa¬ 
ther Christmas took Ins popu¬ 
lar physical form from a 19th 
century Munich magazine il¬ 
lustration featuring a stern- 
la Dktug man with a full b eard, 
long coat and hood, who 
walked through the city streets 
with a Christmas tree and pun¬ 
ished naughty children with a 
stick. 

The character was brought 
into the popular American 


imagination by the German 
immigrant illustrator Thomas 
Nastm the late 1300s, Hoept¬ 
ner said. 

The origins of Santa Claus' 


red cd at and hat are debated, 
but Hoeptner ascribes Ins mod¬ 
ern look, and perpetually jolly 
nature, as an invention of 
Coca-Cola marketing cam¬ 


paigns. 

" You never find S anta Claus 
looking serious, or being grim 
He will never ask the children, 
'Have you really been good in 


the past year? 111 Hoeptner said, 
or require children to recite a 
poem before receiving pres¬ 
ents, as in the German tradi¬ 
tion

Google on Wednesday 
launched a google.com/san.ta- 
traeker website offering rein¬ 
deer games, elf antics and 
up date s on b el o ve d gi ft - gi v er 
Kris Krmgle as children 
worldwide count down to 
Christmas eve 

"A team of Google engi¬ 
neers are working hard to track 
Santa's sleigh with the most 
advanced maps and holiday 
technology available," self-ti¬ 
tled Elf Creative Director 
Sandy Russell said m a blog 
post. 

Google has crafted software 
to involve Android-powered 
devices and its Chrome web 
browsers m on the Claus track¬ 
ing action 

"Use your phone for on-the- 
go flight practice with the 
elves or cozy up near the kre- 
place with your tablet to fol¬ 
low Santa around the world as 
he delivers presents Christmas 
Eve/ Russell said 

"If you have Chromeeast, 
cast from die Santa Tracker 
Android app to explore the Vil¬ 
lage or track his route right 
from your TV/ 

Meanwhile, Microsoft 
teamed with North American 
Aerospace Defense (NORAD) 
to create a Santa Tracker pow¬ 
ered by the organization's 
globN radar system and tech¬ 
nology such as Bing Maps and 
Windows software 

Colorado-based NORAD is 
a combined US and Canadian 
command center that works to 
"defend North America - by 
watching the skies and seas for 
threats. 

"Since we're watching the 
ski es anyway, it. only makes 
sense to watch for Rudolph as 
well," said NO RAD Tracks 
Santa project m ana ger Mans a 


Novobilski. 

NO RAD's tradition of Santa 
tracking began m 1955, after a 
US retail chain's newspaper ad 
inviting children to telephone 
Mr Claus mistakenly listed a 
phone number reserved for 
emergency US air defense sit¬ 
uations. 

A colonel on duty played 
along for the sake of children 
callers, and "it became the 
goodwill military outreach 
program it is today," Novobil- 
ski said. 

Hus is the first time 
NORAD has teamed with Mi¬ 


crosoft, which is helping 
power a noradsanta.org web¬ 
site featuring games, video and 
more. 

"Once upon a time, children 
would have to take their par¬ 
ents 1 word that Santa Claus 
was on Ins way (but will only 
stop at their house if they go to 
sleep already), “ US-based Mi¬ 
crosoft said 

"Now, using a website, a 
mobile app, or by placing a 
phone call to NOR AD, chil¬ 
dren can determine Santa 
Claus's approximate global po¬ 
sition
